» Ican, fullyto inform and undeceive my People ; and racher toprevent Crimes, then to puniſh 
- chem : In this Errand lam come to you, among{t whom cyere hath nor beene the leaſt mil: 
underſtanding, to ſhew you, That doe not ſuſpeR any malice in the Place , or inthe People, 
though perſons of as ill diſpoſitions have been buſic inir,and amongſt you , as in*any County 
in England,8 ſuch who have taken as great pains co do miſchicf,and'ro bring Contuſton as good 
men ſhould for peace & happines: Though tis as true,that very many worthicr perſons amogſt 
you have appeared of contrary afteftions,which I ſhal always ——— : Iam cometo you 
in atime too, when nothing could invite me to ſuch a lourney, but'my Aﬀetion to,and good 
eſtceme of you; having ſent ſuch Propoſitions for Peace and Accommodation to my two 
Houſes of Parliament, thatI hope to have no other uſeof your-affeQtions, but in your Prayers;

the Kingdome be not ſtrong enough to prevaile : 'And then you will finde your ſelves ſo 
much concerned ( forl have required nothing thatwith more Tuſtice can be denied me (if it 
be duly weighed) then my Crowne, or my Lifemay be taken from me)thar I ſhall norneed to 
aske your afliſtance : IL know you will bring Horſe, Men, Money, and Hearts worthy ſuch a 
Cauſe, Your Religion, your Liberties, your Lawes ( which | will defend with my life, I 
meane the good knowne Lawes of che Land, not Ordinances without my conſent, which cill 
within theſe ewelve Moncths was never heard of from the Foundation of this Kingdom) will 
be the Quartell :: And irvſach a Caule. the raking away my Townes, Ships, Armes, and Mos 
ney from me,ſhall not diſhearten me: The Concurrence and Aﬀection of my People with Gods 
bleſſing will ſupply andrecover all.
